All the late Ar for the Extirpation of 
the pct 5708 Religion i Frante,Þ elſewhere, 
are, much- to be aſcribed co the confidence 
the Papifts had. in the late King and his Bro- 
ther, of their. ging no diſcouragement nor 
obſtrution to ſo holy a Deſign 3 and rhere-

a9, ouly lawfully, but we ought to defend 
what is reſerved to our ſelves, if it be in- 
.vaded and broken in upou. And as without 
ſuch a Right in the Subjefts, all Jegut Govern» 
ments, and mixt Monarchies, were but em- 
pty Names and ridiculous things ; ſo where- 
ſocver the Conſtitution of a Nation is ſuch, 
there the Prince who ſtrives to ſubvert the 
Laws of the Seciety is the Traitor and Re- 
bel ; and not the People who endeavour to 
preſerve and defend them. There 1s yet an- 
other Branch of the forcſaid 0atb, that is of 
2 much more unreaſonableStrain than the for- 
mer, which is, that 1hey ſball to rhe utmeſt of 
theie Pomer afiſt, defend aud maintain him in 
the exerciſe of this Abſolute Power and Authority ; 
which being tack't to ourObeying without reſerve; 
make us the greateſt Slaves,that either are,or 
ever were in the Univerſe. Our Kings were 
heretofore bound toGoveru according toLaw 
( and ſo is his preſent Majeſly, if a Coronation 
' Oath, and Faith to Hereticks, were not weaker 
than Sampſon's Corils proved to be)but inftcad 
of that, here is a new 0ath impaſcd upon the 
Subjets by which they are bound to prote&t 
and dcfen.l the King in his Ruling Arbitra- 
Tily. It had been more than enough to have 
Tequircd only a calm ſubmitting to the Exer- 
ciſc of Abſo/ure Power ; but to be enjoyned 
to ſwear to Afiſt and Defend his Majeſty and 
Succeors in all things wherein they ſhall exert 
it, is a Plain deftroying of all natural as well 
as Civil Liberty, and a robbing us of that 
Freedom that belongs unto us both as we are 
Men, and as we are born under a Free and 


- Legal Government. For by this we become 


bound to drag our Brethren to the Stake, 
to cut. their Throats, plunder-their Houſes, 
embrew our Hands inthe Blood of our Wives 
and Chikren, if his Mgjeſty pleaſe to make 
theſe the Inftances wherein he will exert 
his Abſolute Power, and require us to afi/t 
him in the Exerciſe of it. As-it was neceſſary 
to cancel all other Oaths and Teſts, as being 
gireaMly taconſiſtent with this ; ſo the requi- 
ring the Scors to ſwear this 04th, is. the higheſt 
Revenge he could take for their Solemn League 
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and Covenant and for all other Oath 

luſt after Arbirerineſs, and Popilh —_ 
will pronounce to have been injurious to the 
Crovn, But no Wotds are ſufficient toexpreſs 
the Miſchiefs wrapt up in that new 04th, or 
to declare the Abhorrency that all who value 
the Rights and Liberties of Mankind ought to 
entertain for it, nor to proclaim the Villany 
of thoſe who ſhall by Addreſſes give Thanks 
for the Proclamation. There may a fourth thing 
be added, whereby it will appear that his Ma: 
jeſlies aſſuming Abſolute Pozer, ftands recor. 
ded in Capital Letters in his Declaration for 
Liberty of Conſcience, For not being content- 
ed to omit the requiring the Ocths of Al. 
legiance and Supremacy and the Teft Ozths ty 
be taken, .nor being (atished to ſuſpend for 
a Seaſon the enjoyning any to be demanded 
to take them ; he tells us that it is his &oysl 
Wil and Pleaſure that the foreſal 0arbs fhall nos 
at ary time bereafier be required to. be taken , 
which is a full. and dire& R-pealing of the 
Laws mn which they are Enacted. It hath 
hitherto paſſed for an undoubted Maxim , 
That corum eſt tollere, quorum eſt conlere, they 
can only abrogate Laws, who have Power and 
Authority 10 make them; and we hare hereto- 
fore been made believe, That the Legiſlative 
Power was not 1n the Kingalone, but that the 
two Houſes of Parliament had at leaft a Share 
in it ; whereas here by the diſabling and ſu- 
ſpending Laws for ever, the whole Legiſlative 
Power 1s challenged to be veſtzd in the King, 
and at one daſh the Government of Enzland 
isſubverted and changed, Tho it hath been 
much diſputed whether the Xing had aLiberty 
of Refuſing to Aſent to Bills relating to the 
Benefit of the Publick that had paſſed the 
two Houſes,and if there be any Senſe in thoſe 
Words of the Coronation Oath ,of his being 
bound to.Govern according t the Laws, quss 
vulgus elegerit, he had not; yet none till 
now, that his Majeſty doth it, had the im- 
pudence to affirm that; he might ebragare 
Laws without the Concurrence and Aſſent of 
the Lards and Commons. For to ſay that 
Oaths enjoyned by L:zws to be required to be 
taken, /h41] not at any time ap be _ 
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is a. plain caxeelarg and re- 
pxBng. of theſe Laws, or nothing of this 
World ever was Or. .3S, .n0r can- the wildom 
of the Nation - in Parlizmens affembled, find 
words more -emphatical to declare their At- 
rogazion, without ſaying ſo, which at this rime 
was neceſiary to forbear for fear of atJarm- 
ing the Kiagdom too far, before bis 2» 
Wo be ſufficiently provided againiyit. For 
admitcing them ta continue ill in being and 
force, thaugh the. King may promiſe for the 
xon-executian of them, during his own time , 
( which is even a. pretty bold undertaking, ) 
et he cannot aſſure us that the Oaths ſhall nos 
required to be. taken as ary time hereafter , 
unlefs, he have. provided for an eternal Lize 
of ,. Papoſh» Suczeſſors,, which God will not be 
ſq ,ugmerciful as to plague us with, or have 
otten a Leaſe of a. longer Life than Aſcrbu- 
filb's, which is. much more than , the full 
Century of years wiſhed him in a late Ded!- 
cation, by one that ftiles himſclfan Iriſtmer, 
a thiog he might have forborn telling us, 
becauſe the Size of his Underſtanding fully 
declares it. However here is ſuch a ſtroke 
and exerciſe of Abſolute Power as difſeives the 
Government, and brings us all into a State of 
Nature, by diſcharging us from the Ties, 
which by _ vertue of fundamental Stipulations 
and Stature-Zaws, we formerly lay under ; for- 
aſmuch as we know no King but a King by 
Law, nor no Power he has but a Legal Power. 
Which thro” diſclaiming by a challen ge that 
the whole Legifiative Authority does tefie in 
himſelf, -he hath- thrown the Gauntlet to three 
Kingloms, and provokes them to a Trial,whe- 
ther he be ableſt to maintain his Abſdlareneſs, 
or they to juſtifie their being a free People, 
And by virtue of the ſame Reyal Will and Plea. 
ſure, that he annuls ( which he catls Suſpend- 
ing ) the Lays, enjoyning the Tefs, and the 
Oaths 'of Allegiance and Supremacy, and com- 
mands eo none uf theſe 0arhs and Declara- 
rations ſhall at any time bereafter be required to 
be taken ; he may in ſome following Royal P4- 
pers, give us White Hall or Hampton Court- 
Edills, conformable to thoſe at Verſailles, 
pbich at all _rimes hereafter we ſhall be bound 
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to ſubmit. pnto, and ſtand obli;.ed to be ru- 
led by inftead of the Common Law and Starure- 
Book. Nor is the taking upon him to ſtamp 
us new Zaws, excluſively of Parliamentanl 
concutrence ; in the virtue of his Roys, 
Preregative, any thing more uncouth in it ſelf- 
or more diſagreeab!e to the Rules of the Con 
ſlitution and what we have been conftantly 
accuſtomed untu, than the cafing, diſatling, 
and abrogatiog ſo many old ones, which that 
obſolete, out of date, as well as ill fawured 
thing upon Monarchs, called a Paritement , 
had a ſhare in” the EnaQing of. I will not 
ſay that our Addrefers were conſcions, that 
the getting an Abſolute Power in his Majeſty, 
to be owned and acknowledged , was une 
of the Ends for which the Declaration was 
calculated and emitted, but I think I have 
Tufficiently demonftrated both that ſuch a 
Power it. iſſues and flows from, and that 
ſuch 4” Power is plainly exerciſed in it, Which 
whether their cuming now to be told and 
made acquainted with it, may make them 
repent what they have done, or at leaft pre- 
yent their' being acceffory to the ſnpport of 
this Poger in other miſchievous that 
are to be dreaded: from it, 1 muſt leave to 
time to make the .difcovery, it being' fmpol- 
ſible to foretel what a People fallen into a 
Threnzie may do 'in their Paroxiſnis of Liftra-

Choſe Royal Papers, which tho" at the firft 
view, it may ſeem wholly to regard forreign- 
ners, yet it ultimately terminates in the fub- 
verſion of our Religion at home, and in the 
, Kings putting himſelf into a condition of 
exerciling his Abſoluxe Power in whatſoever 
ARts he pleaſeth over his own Subjets, whe- 
ther after the French faſhion in command 
ing them to turn Cabolichs becauſe he will 
have it ſo, or after the manner of the Grend 
Sei;nior , to require them to ſubmit their 
Necks to the Bow-ſtring 3 becaule hEis jea- 
lous of them, or wants their Eſtates to pay 
His Fanizaries, The United Provinces are they 
whom he bore a particular ſpleen and 1n- 
dignation unto, when he was a Subje, and 
upon whom he-is now in the Throne , he re- 
ſolves not only to wreak all his old malice, 
but by conquering and ſubduing them (if he 
can) to ſtrengthen his Abſoluteneſs over his 
own People, and to pave his way for over- 
throwing the Proteſtant Religion in Great Brit- 
r4in, without lying open to the hazards that 
may otherwiſe attend and enſue upon the 
attempting of it. And inftead of expetting 
nothing fiom him, but what may become 
a brave- and generous Enemy , they ought 
ro remember the encouragement that he 
gave herctofore to two Varlets, to burn 
that part of their Flee: which belong'd to 
Amſterdim , an Atftion as ignominious as 
fraudulent,and that might have been fatal to 
all the Provinces, if thro” a happy and ſeaſon- 
able deteQion and the apprehenſion of one 
of the Mitcteants, 'it had not been pre- 
rented, 
are not only zealous Afﬀertors of the Pro- 
rejtant Religion , but always ready to afford 
a Sanftuary and a place of -Refuge to thole, 
who being oppreſſed for the profeflion- of it 
eiſewhere ,- are forced 'to forſake their 'owa 
Countries, and to ſeek'for-ſhelter and relief in 
other parts, And as he's not 'unſenſible , 
how eafie the withtrawment and/flight is 
intothele Provinces, for ſuch as are 'perſecu- 
ted in his D2minions; ſo he is aware, that if 
Multitudes, and eſpecially Men of 'Conditi- 
on and Eſtates, ſhould for the ayoiding his 
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He knows that the States General - 


cruelty betake themſelves thither, that they 
would not be unthoughtful of all Ways 2nd 
Means, whereby they might redeem their 
Country from Tyranny, and reſtore themſelves 
to the quiet enjoyment of their Ejtates 
and Liberties at home, * But that which mo 
enrages him, is the Figure which the two 
Princes do make in that State ( of whoſe $uc- 
efron to the Crown the Proteſtants in Britain 
have {o near a prolpett) and the Poſt which 
the Prince filleth in that 'Gyvernment-, 
that he dare neither venture ' to 'difinberit 
Them, nor impole upon Them ſuch Terms 
and Conditions, as their Conſciences will not 
ſuffer them to comply with-, while Either 
thele States remain Free, or while ſuch En- 
gliſh and Scots as retain a zeal for Religion 
and the ancient:Laws and Rigbrs of their re- 
fpettive Countries, can retreat thither under 
hopes of. Admiſhon and Prote&ion. An 
fo cloſely are the 'Intereſts of all Proteſtants 
in Englmd and Scotland, woven and in-lai4 
with the Intereſt of the United Netherlands, 
and ſuch is the tingular regard that both the 
one and the other bear to' the Reformed Reli. 
gion,the Liberty of Banking; and their (vera 
Croil Rights ; that it is impoſſible for his Ma- 
jefty to embark 'jin. a Defign againſt the 
one, without reſolving. at the ame time 
upon the Ruiae of the Orber, Neither will 
the One bz able'to ſubſift, when once the 
Ocker is ſnbdu'd and enflav'd.

And as upon the one hand it would be of a 
threatmng; conſequence to Holland, coul«; 
the Xing ſubjugate his own People,extirpate 
the Proteſt am Religion out of his Dominions, 
and advance himſelf to a D-/porical Power ; 


.fo upon the other hand , could he conquer 


tho 
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the' Dutch, 'we might with the greateſ cer- 
tainty Date the woful Fave great Brit- 
tain, and the Joſs of all that is valuable to 
them as men and Chriſtians, from the fame 
moment and Period of time. They are like 
the Twins we read of, whoſe Deſtiny was to 
live and die together ; and which ſoever of 
the 'ewo is deſtroyed firſt, all the hope and 
comfort that the o:her can pretend unto, is 
to be laſt devoured. . Now after the advan- 
ces which His Majzſty hath made towards 
the enſlaving. his SubjeRs, and the ſubvert-

; Worſhip. Nox: is if one of thoſe things that 


lye under the power of. the. Soveresgn and 
Legiſlative Authority,to grant or not tograr:'; 
but it is a Right ſ:tled upon mankind ante- 
cedent to all Civil Confiiturtions and Humane 
Laws, having its foundation in the Lawn of 
Nature, which no Prince or State can legiti- 
matey! vioiate and infringe. The Magiſtrate, 
at a Civil Officer can pretend or claim no 
power over a people, but what he either 
derives from the Divine Charter, wherein 
God, the Sapream Inſtitutor of Magiſtr acy has 
chalkt out the duty of Rulers in general, 
| or what the pecple npon the fiiſt and origi- 
nal Strpularion, are ſuppoſed to have given 
him in order to the proteCtion., peace and 
proſperity of the Society. But as it does no 
where appear that God hath given any ſuch 
power to Goverr.0-s, ſeeing all the Revel:- 
tions 1n the Scripture, as well as all the 
Dictates of Nature, ſpeak a contrary lan- 
guage, fo neither can the People upon their 
chuſtng ſuch a one to be their Ruler, beims- 
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gined ts transfer and v;/? (uch a proecr in him, 
tor as much as they cannot diveſt themſeives 
of a poryer, no more than of a Right, of be- 
lieving things, as they arrive with a cre 

dibility to their ſeveral! and reſpective Un- 
derftandings. As it is in no mans power to 
believe as he will, but only as he fees cauſe; 
ſo it is the moſt irrational imagination in 
the world, fo think they ſhould transfer 
4 Right to him whom they have choſen fo 
Govern them, of puniſhing them for what 


| it is not in their power fo he'p. Nor can 


any thing be p'ainer, than that God has re- 
ſerved the Empire over Conſcience to himſelf, 
and that he hath circumſcribed the power of 
all num-in Governors to things of a c:vil and 
inferior nature. And had} God convey'd a 
Rigbt' into Magtffrates of commanding men 
to be of this or that Religion, and that be» 
cauſe they are ſo, and-will have others to 
be of their mind * it would follow that the 
Peop'e may conform to whatſoever they 
require, tho by all the Lights of Senſe, Rea- 
ſon and Revelation, they are convirced of 
the falſhood of it; ſeeing whatſoever the 
Sovereign rigbefully Commands, the SubjeRs 
may lawfrlly cbey. But tho the perſecuting 
people for matrers of meer Religion, be re- 


' puznant to the light of Nature, inconſiſtent 


with the fundamextal Maxims of Rex- 
ſon , &ire&tly contrary to the temper ard 
genius, as well as to the - Ru'es of the 
Goſpel, ard not only-againſt the ſafety and 
intereſt of Civil Socierres, but of a tendency 
to fill them with confuſion, and to arm Sub- 
jets to the cutting of one ancthers throats 
yet Governors may both deny Leberty to thoſe 
whoſe principles oblige them to deſtroy thoſe 


{ that are not of their mind, and may in 
' fome meaſure Regulate the Liberty which 
; they vouchſafe to others , - whoſe opinions 
/ tho they do not think dangerous to the peace 
' of the Community, yet through judging them 
; erroneour and falſe, they conceive them dan- 


gerous to the Souls of men. Ag there is 
a vaſt difference betwixt Tolerating a Re/:- 
gion, and approving the Religion thst is Tole- 
rated; fo what a Government doth not approve, 
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but bare ; 
brought under Reftri 
and number of thoſe profefſing it, that ſhall 
aſſemble in one' meeting 3 which it were 
an undecency , to extend to thoſe of the 
juſtified and eftabliſhed away. Now what- 
ſoever ReftriFioms, or Regulations, arc Ei- 
acted , and ordained, by the Legiſlative Ate 
thorsty, in reference'to Rel:gion, or Rel:grous 
Aſſemblies ; they are vor ole ftept, as[abl.d, 
or ſu ſpendex, but by the' tame Aurbortty that 
EnaCted and ordained them.

While we are Governed 
by Laws, tho ſeveral of them may be un- 
juft and inconvenient, yet we are under a 
fecurity as fo all other thiage which thoſe 
Laws have not made liable ; but when we 
fall under an illimited Prerogative and Abſe+ 
lute Power, we have no longer a Title un» 
to, or a hedge about any thing, but ll lies 
open fo the Juft and pleaſure of him , in 
whom we have owned that porrer to be 
ſeated. A Liberty is what Di/ſenters have 
a. Right to Claim, and which the Legiſlative

the freedom that the Dyſſenters poſle's, 
would immediately vaniſh, and have much 
the ſame deſtiny that the Libergy had, which 
was granted unto them by the Declaration of 
Indulgence, anno 1672. Or ſhou'd the Parit» 
ament be willing to grant Exte and Indulgence 
to all Proteſt ants, by a Bil prepared for Re- 
praling Cf all the Laws formerly made agaioft 
them , and ſhould only be defirous to pre- 
ſerve in force the Laws relating to the 
Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and the 
$tatwres which enjoyn the Tefts, of whole 
Execation we {never more wanted the be-

Graud towards his Reformed Subjz&ts, not 
only in Repealing the many Edicts made and 
cofgrmed by himſelf, as well as his Ance- 
tors, for the free exerciſe of their Religion; 
} but in the method's he Hhatiz aiways 'ob- 
(erred, namely to promiſe them Prote&tion

in the Profeſſion of their Faith, and Practice 
of ther Worſhip, when he was moſt fted- 
faftly refolved to ſubvert their Religion, and 
was about making ſome freſh advance, 
ard taking fome new ftep for its Extirpation. 
Thus when he had firmly purpoſed not to 
ſuffer a Minifter to continue a Year in the 
Kingdom, he at the fame time Publiſhed 
an Ed:#, requiring Miniftecs to ſerve but 
three years in one p'ace, and not to return 
to the Church, where they had firſt cficiated, 
ty}l after the expiration of twenty years. In 
the fame manner, when he had re(clved 
to Repeal the Edit of Nantes,and had given 
injunction for the Draught, by which it was 
to be done; he at the 7 22 ſeaſon, gave the 
Proteſtants all aſſurances of Protection, and 
of the faid Ed:F;s being kept inviolable. 
To which may be added, that ſhameful ard 
deteſtable Ch:canery, in paſſing His S:crel 
and Royal Worf, that no Violence ſhould 
be oftered any for their Religion, tho at that 
very moment the Dragoons were upon 
their March, with orders ef exeicifing all 
manner of Cruelties and Barbarities upon 
them. So fhat His Majefty of Great Bri- 
tain hath a pattern Jately (et him , and 
that by the Illuſtrious Monarch whom he 
ſo much admires, and whom he makes it 
his Ambition and Glory to imitate. Nor 
are we without proofs already, how infigoi- 
ficart the Kings Pro:nifes are, (except to de- 
lude) and what !f'tle confidence cvght to 
be put in them. The diſabling and ſufpen- 
ding the 1 3th. Statute of his late Parliament 
in Sco:lang, wherein the Teſt was corfirmed, 
and Hiz departing from all H's Promiſes Re- 
giſtred in His Letter, as wei] 28 from, thoſe 
contained in the Speech made by the Lord 
Commiſſioner, purſuant to the Inftruttions 
which he had undoubtedly received, toge» 
ther with his having forgotten and zcceded 
from a'l Nis Promiſes made to the Church af . 
Er7'and, bath when Duke of Tork, and fince 
he came to the Crown, are undeniable Exyi- 
dences, that H's Royal Word, is. no more 
"Sacred nor binding, than that 'of ſome 
other Monarchs ; and that whoſoever of the 
P:o > 
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Prote/ ants, ſhall be ſo fooliſh as to rely 
upon it , will fird themſelves as certainly 
diſappointed and deceived, as they of the 
Reformed R:h:gion elewhere have been. 
And while they of the Eftab'sſhed way find 
ſo ſmall ſecurity by the Laws, which the 
King is bound by his Coronation Oath to 
obſerv2; the D:/ſenters cannot expect viry 
much from a naked Prom:Je , which as it 
hath not a ſolemn Oath to enforce it, ſo "tis 
both Iſegal in the Makzng, and contrary to 
the Principles of his Rei19:on to keep. Noris 
it unworthy of Obſervation, that He hath 
not only departed from h's promiſes made 
tothe Church of England; but that we are told,

by a Hampton Court, or a Whitebal-Edi, with 
out ſtanding in need of a Parliament, or 
being obliged to n dependance upon their 
Grant, for all T:xes to be levied upon the 
Subjets, as his Predeceſſurs have heretofore 
been; fo they may ſerve fully to inſtruct 
us what little Security either the DiſſJenters 
have, as to being long in the poſſeſlion of 
their preſent Liberty, or- Proceftanis in gere- 
ral of having a freedom continued unto them 
of profeſſing the Refor med Religion, if we 
have nothing more fo rely npcn for pre» 
veſting our being abridged and denyed the 
liberty of our Religion, than we have had 
for preſerving our Property from being In- 
vaded and broken in upon. We may ſub- 
Jjoyn to the Clauſe already mentioned, that 
other Expreſſion, which occurs in the fore- 
ſaid Declaration, viz. That as he freely gives | 
them leave to meet and ſerveGod after their 
own way an1 manner, ſo they are to take ſpecial * 
care,that nothing be preachedor taught a 

them,ohich m.ty any ways tend to alienate the 
hearts of the People from bis Majeſty, er hizGo- . 
vernment ; which words, as they import the 
price at which the Diſſenters are to purchaſe 
their freedom ( whereof we ſhail diſconrſe a- 
non) ſo they admirably ſerve to furniſh the 
King with a pretence, cf retrenching their li- 
berty whenſcever he pleaſeth; nor are they 
inſerted there for any other End; butthat

vpon a plea, of their having abuſed his Gra- 
cious Indulgence co the alienating the hearts 
of his People from him, they may be athudg- 
ed to have thereby deſervedly forfeited, 
both a!! the benefits of it, and of his Royal 
Favour. Nor is it poſſible for a Proteſt ant 
Miniſter to Prezch one Sermon, which a 
Poprjh Critick, or a Remiſh Brgor, may aof 
eh'y mifconſtrue and pervert, 0 be an 
alienation of the peoples hearts, from the Kings 
Perſon, and Government. And of whichas we 
have heard many late Examp'es in France, (o 
it will be eafie to draw them iato Preſident, 
and to imiate them in England. I might add, 
the obſervation of the {ocenione Author of 
the Refletions on hs oe: as 5 Proclamation 
for a Tolleration in Scoland; namely, that 
whereas the King gives all aſſurance to his 
Scorch SubjeRs, that he will nar uſe invincible 
neceſſity againft any man, onthe account of his 
perlwaſjon,he does thereby leave bimlelt at a 
liberty, of Drag102irg, Torturingy Burning, 
and doing the utmoſt violences, all theſe being 
vincible toa perſon of an ardent love to God, 
and of a lively faith in Jeſus Chrift ; and 
which accordingly many thouſands have been 
friumphantly victorious over, Nor is it 
likely tbat this new and uncouth phraſe of 
not uſing an invincible neceſſity, wou'd have 
found room in a Paper of that nature, it it 
had not been firſt to conceal ſome mali- 
cious, and miſchievous deſign, and then to 
yaſtify the confiſtency of its execution, with 
what is promiſed in the Proclamation. More- 
over, were there that ſecurity intepded by 
theſe two Royal Papers,that Protcit ant Diſſen- 
eers might (afely rely upon ; or did the King 
act with that fincerity, which he would de- 
lwde his People into a Lelief of, there would 
then be a greater agiceablenets than there 15, 
betwixt the D:claration for Liberty of Conſoc- 
ence in England, and the Proclamation for 4 
Toleration im Scotland. The principle his Ma- 
1ejty pretends to act from.chat Con;crence ought 
not ro be conſframed, and that none ought to be 
perſecuredfor meer marters of Religion, would 
oblige him coact uniformly, and with an equa), 
exicntion of favour to all. his Subjects, 
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whoſe Piinc'pies are the ſame ; an! again(} 
whom he hath no exeption, but in mat- 
ters meerly Religious. Whereas the diſpa- 
rity of Grace, Kindneſs, and Freedom, that

And even as it is now exerted to theſe 
moderate ones, it 18 attended with Reſtr:= 
tions, that his Indulgence iu England is no 
ways Clog'd with.

publickly bold, that all Perjons be freely ad- 
mitted to them, that they ſignify and makg 
known to ſome Fuitice of the peace, what pla» 
ces they ſer apart for theſe uſei; and that 
nothing be preached or taught amongſt them, 
ehbich may any ways tend to alienate the hearts 
of the people from the King pr bis Govern- 
ment ; whereas the Proclamation, not only rev 
ſtrains the Meecomgy, of the Scors Pre:zbyters ans

them into that lethargy, and under that ſu. 
pineneſs, as may hinder them from all endea- 
yours of obM{utting and diverting the evils, 
that their Gevernours are ſeeking to bring 
upon them. Nor is there a more certain 
indication, of a Princes being engaged in a 
deſign, contrary to the good and happineſs 
of the Society, over which he is (et; than 
his betakiog himſelf to illegal ways, upon 
retence of promoting the eaſe and bene- 

of his people; or according as he finds 
his SubjeAs to differ in their particular in- 
terefts, his applying himſelf to them in me- 
thods, whereot the contraricty of the one 
to the other, renders them the more pro- 

r and adapted to enſnare the divided fa- 

rogs, through accofting each of them with 
ſomething that they are ſeveraliy ford of. 
Legal mear.s are always ſufficient to the pur- 
ſuing and compalling Zzgal Ends: and what- 
ſoever is for the general good of the Commu- 
nity, may ECither be obtained by courſes, 
wherein the generallity find their united in- 
tereſt and common felicity, or elſe by appli- 
ation to a Parliament freely and duly cholen, 
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ions as is neceſſary fer the rendring them . 


which as it repreſents the whole politick 
Society, ſo there may he expeRted com- 
paſſion and tenderneſs, as well as wiſdom 
and prudence, for redreſſing the grievan- 
ces, eaſing the troubles, and providing for 
the benefit and ſafety of all that are wrapt 
up in and repreſented by them. And as every 
Prince, who (incerely ſeeks and purſues the 
advantage of his People, will ſo adjuſt an4 
attemper all his ations towards them, that 
his whole carriage ſhall be uniform, and 
all the exerciſes of his Governing power, 
meet in the benefit of the Community, as (o 
many lines from a circumference uniting in 
their Cemrre; ſo there needs no other 
that theſe rwo or three late Aftions of His 
Majefly, which a fooliſh ſort of men are 
apt to interpret for favours. and to ac- 
count them effefts of compatſion and kind- 
neſs ; are but to conceal his malice, and to 
ſubſerve as well as cover ſome fatal and 
pernicious deſign, that he is carrying on 
againſt bis Proreftant Subjes, than that while 
he is gratifying a few of them in one thing, 
be is at the ſame time robbing a7 of them 
of many; ard that while he is indulging the 
Diſ-mers with a Freedom from the Penal 
Laws for matters of Religion, he is invading 
the Properties, and ſubverting the Crvil Righers 
of the three Nations, and changing the whole 
Conſtitation of the Government. He that 
ftrips us of what helongs unto us as we 
aie Engliſh and Scots Men : cannot mean ho- 
n«ftly in the favours he pretends to vouch- 
ſafe us as we are Chriſtians; ner can he that 
is indeavouring te enſlave our perſons, and 
to ſubjett our Eftates to his Arbitrary Juft 
and pleaſure, intend any thing elſe by this 
kindneſs granted to Fanaricks in Marters of 
Religion, than the dividing them from the reft 
of the People, in what concerns the Civil 
Intereſt ard external happineſs of the Com- 
”unity, and to render them an engaged Fa- 
Qtion to aſſiſt and abet him in enthralling 
the Kingdoms. Whoſoever conſiders the 
whole Tenor of his Majeſties other AQings, 
in prorof.uing and diffolving Parlizments, 
when he finds them uncompliant with his 
H P#- 


iſh and deſpoticc} Ends; bis keeping on 
Tg form:lable Army, agaialt all the 
Lays -of the Lag, and upon no other in- 
tention, but to maiatain bim in bis Uſurpa- 
tions Over our Rights, and to awe us into 
a tame and ſervile fabmiſfon to his Prerog 4- 
8veyilt; His filling ail places of Fudecatue, 
with weak as well as Treacherous Perſons, 
who inftead of adminjſtring Jufrice may be 
the lu/irumens of Tyranny ; his rodbing Men 
of thic Eſtates, by judicial forms, and under 
pretence that nulum temp»: crcurrit Regi, at 
er they have ben quietly injoyed by the 
SubjeRs for (everal hundred years; bis advan- 
Cing none to Civil and Military Employs, but 
whom he batl: ſome confidence ing as to the 
tiading them reaiy to execute his d-/petical 
om: and his eſteeming no perſons 
Loyal and fairbtul to himſelf, fave thoke who 
are willing to berray their Country, ant be 
Rebels and Traztors againſt the Legal Conf itu- 
tion ; 1 ſay wholoever conliders all this, ard 
a great deal more of the ſame Hue and com- 
plexion, cannot imagine (unleſs he be un- 
der a judicial blindneſs and a firange inta- 
tuation) that any thing arriving from the 
Ktng, tho it may be a matter wherein they 
may find their preſent eaſe and advantage 
' ſhould. proceed from compathon and good 
wall to bis. P:oreflant Subjetts, but that it 
' muſt be only in order to promote a diſtintt 
intereſt from that of his people. and for (H> 
better and more eaſte accompliſhing of ſome 
wicked and unjuftifiable defign. And tho his 
Majeſty would have us believe, that the rea- 
ſons moving him to the Emiſſion of this 21 
Procl;mation, wc:1e the ſiniſlru;us Interpreta« 
rons which either have, or may be made, of ſome 
Reſtritl ivns iu bis former ; yet it is not difficult 
even without being of his Privy Council. to 
aligna truer motive, and a more real and 
eftectual cauſe of it. For as that of the 12rh 


of February, came forth attended with fo 
many limitations, nut ealie to be digeſted 
by men of wiſdom or honeſty, left if it had 
been more wunconhned and extenfive, and 
ſnoutd have opened a Door for all Scorch 
Deffenters to have. gone in- and taken the be- 
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nefit of it, the generality of Proteftants in 
that Kingdom, abftracting - from the Bi- 
(hops, Cures, and a few others, ſhontd have 
joined ia the ſepeeare intereſt, and thereby 
have become an uni**4 Body agninft Popery ; 
but upon finding that hardly any world par- 
chaſe their freedom from the Menal Laws, at 
ſo dear a rate, as to do things ſa nnheco- 
ming Men an Chriftians, as the confor. 
ming to the Terms therein preſcribed oli. 
ged them unto; and that as they of the v:. 
tional Communion were alarm'd and diſguftet, 
ſo few or none of the Diſeating fetbwſhips 
were pleaſed ; and that both were not only 
angry at the many illegat favours, and 
thceatning advantages, beſtoweil upon the 
Papiits, but were grown fo ſenſthie of the 
delign carrying on againft the Prateftant 
Religion, and the liberties and privileges 
of the Subject, that tho they coutd not re- 
nouace their reſpective tenets in the matters 
wherein they differed,- yet they were wil» 
Jing to ſtifle their heats and animoſities, and 
to- give that encouragement, aid, and affi- 
ſtance to one another, as was neceflary 
for their common ſafety : upon theſe con. 
fiderations, his Mz:j' ly (if he would have 
ſpoken hncerely) onght to have faid, that 
he had pailithed this New Proclimnion, in 
order to hinder Srorch Proteftints from.uni- 
#ting; for their matual defence, againſt Tur- 
| kiſÞ Tyranny, and Romifh Tdolatry. and in 
| hopes thereby to continue and exaſyerate 
their undue. and pafftionate- hears, and to 
keep them not only in divided and oppo- 
It intereſts. but to make them contri:nte 
to the ſauppreihng and ruining each other, 
or at leaſt to look on unconcernedly, tiff 
he have ripened his deſigns againft them 
both, and -be prepared fdr exfirpating the 
Reformed Religian, and for ſubverting the! 
fandamental as we!) as Statute Laws, and 
for bringing ſuch to the ſtake and Gibvet, 
as ſhall have the integrity to affert the one, 
or the courage to plead for the other. And 
yet in this Z:# Pro-Lomation, wherein he 
grants a more illimited freedom, than in 


the- former, and promiſeth to Protect -/ 
in 
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i: the exerxelſe of Thute Provefiant £2145i0n, as 
-be - difdainfully and -Ianomimionſly calls it ; 
there -is a clauſe that may diſcourage all 
honeft men from owning their Ziberfy to 
the Authority that beftows it, and from 
which i- is derived and conveyed to thens. 
Bor not being favisfied to ſuperftrat# his 
pretended Right, of Suſpexding, Stopping, 
! and Dilablins Laws, upon his Soverarge Aw- 
rhoniey« and Prevogmive Roy.s, but as knowing 
that theſe - gives no ſuck pre-emmence an! 
Juriſdiftion over the Lows of the Kirgdow, 
he is pleaſed to challenge unto himiel an 
I vſoluce ,-as the ſourve -and. ring 
of that exorbitant and Paramount Claim, 
which he therein exerciſeth and exerts. And 
foraſmuch as Pbſolute Power, imports his 
Majeſties being, looſe and tree from all ties 
and reſtraints, either by fundamental Stipu- 
Iiions, or ſuperadded Cams ; it 1s very na- 
tural to obſerve, that he allows the Go- 
vernment unler which we were born, and 
to which we were ſworn and ſtood bound, 
the hereby fobverted and-changed, - and 
that thereupon we are not only abſolved and 
acquitted, from the Allegiance and fealty, 
we were formerly unler to his Majeſly, but 
are indifpenably obliged by the r7es and cn- 
g2gements that are upon us, of maintaining 
and defending the Conftitution andGowernz

to be obſerved towards all men, and more 
eſpecially towards Crowned Heads ; 1 ſhall 
only ſay that as the Proclamation arrived with 
me too late, to hinder and prevent the 
communication of them to the publick; ſo 
] have this farther to add in juſtihcation of 
their being publiſhed, that it will thereby 
appear, that what his Majefty ftiles fni/lruous 
Interpretations made of ſome Reſlritjons memicne \- 
ed- tr his former, 210-00 other than the } 
natural, genuine, and obvious conftrudti- | 
ons, which they lye open unto, and are ca- 
able of, and which a man cannot avoid 
ſtning upon them, witheut renouncing all 
Senſe and Reaſon. And while the Kirg 
pay ey © hu diſparage and aſperſe all ſober 
iebus &-fl:Fions upon that Royal Pa- 
per, by charging upon them the unjuſt and 
reproachful Charatter of fini/lruzus /nterpre- 
rations; it is neceflary as well as equal, that
